Thirty-one and a half miles of ne 
highway were constructed in Roc 
county during 1911. according to th 
annual report of Highway 
Commis 
sioner Charles E. Moore, presente 
at the session of the board this morn 
ing. 
The report points out difflcu 
ties encountered due to weather an 
adverse labor conditions which ten( 
ed to handicap the work. The repoi 
recommends the purchase of anothe 
large motor 
truck 
for use on th 
roads, as it was found that the true 
purchased last spring was a mos 
valuable addition to the.county's roa 
building equipment. 
The report als 
gives a detailed account of expen 
ditures upon order of the highwa: 
commissioner. 
Mr. 
Moore's 
repor 


follows: 
"There have been built the pas 
season thirty-one and a -half miles o 
road, of which eighteen and a hal 
miles wore 
pit 
run 
gravel, eigh 
were water bound crushed gravel anc 
four miles were water bound crushec 
limestone, and two-thirds of a mile o 
concrete. There 
was 
used- for the 
purpose 37.S55 cubic yards of surfac 
ing. 
There wert built or completec 
eighteen bridges, 
fifty-six 
culverts 
and one mile guardrail. Owing to the 
earlv severe cold .weather 
some o: 
the work was not fully completed. 
Handicaps Encountered. 


"Roadwork the past season has hat 
to contend with the worst handicaps 
encountered since 
the 
county went 


into the 
business. 
The. extremely 
wet weather the fore part of the sea 
son followed 'by excessively hot dry 
weather in the summer and the early 
tletip on account of cold] weather in 
the fall, thl« combined with the im- 
possibility of securing sufficient labor 
at advancing prices has made it not 
only discouraging but often a losing 
game 
to 
the 
contractor. 
In -some 
eases the jobs drafted along two or 
three times as long as would have 
been the 'case under 
normal condi- 
tions. 
Not all the work planned for 
has been accomplished, though 
we 
had from ten to seventeen crews at 
work through the season. 
"We found our Jeffrey Quad truck 


to be of invaluable assistance in oil- 
ing twenty-seven miles of road and 
in general repair work. We believe 
a truck to be the best servant in road 
maintenance yet emplolyed. 
But one 


truck cannot serve the whole county. 
Therefore, we 
recommned 
the pur- 
chase of another truck. It could be 
employed during the oiling season in 
the distribution of sand, trailing two 
watrons for the purpose,, and thus en- 
tire'lv eliminating horses in the work 
of road oiling. Most of this work in- 
volves lone hauls, which can be more 
economically done with a truck than 
with horses. 
When not employed in 


oiling: roads, especially in spring and 
fall and in wet weather, both trucks 
can be cmp'oyed 'in trimming roads 
and In general repair work through 
the county.

amount of attention. 
"We 
would 
also recommend to 


your honorable body the purchase of 
a storage tank for 
road oil. This

BOY, 20, (LEARNED TO FLY 
IN CAYTON—BAGS THREE 


GERMANS AT FRONT 


fSPECIAk TO THE OAZRTTE7 
Ottawa, Jan. 11.—Just a year ago, 
Muray Galbraith, 20, an Ottawa VaHey 
boy studying at St. Andrews college, 
packed his grins for Dayton, Ohio, to 
learn, to fly. He made the course in 
record time and left for overseas to 
commission in the British Naval Air 
Service. 
Today1 Galbraith has three German 


fliers t'o his credit, and is the owner 
of a French Croix de Guerre, pinned 
to his breast by the President after 
he had sent a fast 'Pokker' flaring to 
the ground, 40 miles inside the Teu- 
ton lines. He also has received spe- 
cial mention for conspicuous gallan- 
trv in Imperial dispatches. 
"in a chery boyish letter he tells of 
his first exploit. He wrote: 
"Yesterday two Germans were re- 
ported not far from here and I was 
sent up after them. 
In an hour and 
a half I was tying at 12,500 feet and 
saw a German machine 600 feet be- 
low. I turned and ran 
away so he 
would chase me. He was faster than 
I, and soon was under my tail, about 
500 feet below me. 
. 
"Then I looped around behind Him, 
emptied 36 shots into 
his 
machine 
before he noticed me. He did a ver- 
tical nose dive for a thousand 
feet 
and then caught fire and fell into the 
sea 10,000 feet below. 
"So I have had my first flight in 
the air and sot my man! 
Gosh! I 
was excited. Mother, and when I was 
coming back to the 'drome' I did all 
kinds of stunts and all my spare am- 
munition fell out when I was upside 
down." He has been in active service 
exactly six months.
